Apartment in Readiness 
for a Relapse. | 


Caruso underwent a third operation 
yesterday morning. for a small abscess 
in the pleural cavity and was reported 
by his physicians to be resting-comfort-. 
ably last night. They said that this 
new complication did not assume the 
seriousness of a relapse, 

Seeking for the cause that kept the 
tenor’s fever hovering around 100 de-. 
grees ever since he fought off his re- 
lapse two weeks ago, the consulting 
physicians decided that infection. ‘had 
attacked some other part of the pleural 
cavity that had previously been safe 
from: the ravages of his. two ‘months’ 
spell of pleurisy. 

This opinion that.a small abscess had 
formed at a spot below the region of the 
previous suppuration ‘was confirmed 
when Caruso tossed and tumbled ‘all of 
Monday night, with high fever and was 
unable to snatch any. sleep. He com- 
piained of the pain, and opiates ‘were 
used to, give him relief, 

With Caruso's pain becoming acute, a

Gas was administered to the patient 
so that he would not feel.the pain of 
the probing knife, and in about five 
minutes the important part of the sur- 
gical task ‘was finished. and Caruso was 
beginning to regain ‘consciousness, - 

“Well, is it all over?’ he .is re- 
ported to have asked as he came out of 
the gas, and when he was informed 
that the surgeons had finished their 
work he turned on his side and dozed 
off under the influence of slight opiates. 

Convinced that they had found the 
cause for Caruso’s continued fever, the 
physicians then issued this bulletin 
shortly. before -noon: 

‘Mr. Caruso has had a second slight 
re-collection of pus in the flank, which 
has been successfully evacuated.

Seventy-four big cement corporations, 
composing what’ Government officials 
describe as the ‘Portland Cement 
Trust,’’? and forty individuals, officers 


of the corporations, were indicted by the 


Federal Grand Jury here yesterday for 
violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 

The indictment was the result of an 
exhaustive secret. investigation con- 
ducted -by Special United States District 
Attorneys William Rand and _Isidor 


Kresel, who Were apnointed by Attor-' 


ney Géneral Palmer, following the Lock- 
wood committee’s disclosures,’ to prose- 
cute violators of the Federal laws in the 
building trades.. The cemént case is the 
first. one resulting from the inquiry of 
the special prosecutors. 

Notification of the Grand Jury’s ac- 
tion was sent to all the indicted corpora- 
tions and individuals. The date for their 
arraignment will be decided upon at 4 
conference between the special prosecu- 
tors and counsel for the indicted men 
and corporations. 

There are two counts in the indict- 


ment—one alleging restraint of © trade’ 


and the other monopolies and attempts 
to manopolize. The Government. con- 
tends that the combination, which is 
nation-wide, was brought about through 
the, activities’ of six dominant cement 
companies in the country, whose finan- 
¢Cial strength is so great, whose’ plants 
are so strategically situated; and whose 
influence in the trade is so-strong as 
to make it an easy task to either per- 
suade or coerce the other. cément com- 
panies to follow their lead. 
Absolute Control ,Charged: 

It is charged that the alleged combina- 
tion; representing $600,000,000, has so ef- 
fectually maintained uniformity of 
price, divided territories, limited output, 
and has so regulated the class and char- 
acter of customers-who might buy ce- 
ment and the purpose to which cement 
might be applied, as in effect to exclude 
cement from the ordinary channels of 
trade and commerce. In fact, the Gov- 
ernment alleges, cement, as the term is 
used under ordinary competitive condi- 
tions, is no longer‘an item of barter and 
sale, sold freely in the market, but in- 


“| stead is controlled by the manufacturers 


up .to the moment it is actually employed 
in construction work.

An attempt by Ziegler to bréale off a 


weary seemed to.be the Fréal prelude to 
the murder. Friends of .Mra. Ziégier, 
from’ whom he had been separated for 
some time, say a reconciliation had been 
effected and he had pledged his wife 
he would sever all relations with Mrs. 
Orthwein. His wifé and Elaine, their 
sixteen-year-old daughter, had just re- 
turned from California and occupied the 
family residence. Ziegler had been living 
at the Congress Hotel. On Monday eve- 
ning the reconciliation was completed, it 
is sald. Ziegler: promised to cease all 
attentions’ to Mrs. Orthwein and Mrs.

Allies Put at One«Tenth Berlin Es« 
timate of Reparations Made. 


WASHINGTON, March. 1.~Getmany 
has submitted to the Allied Reparations 
Commission a list of reparations and 
payments to the amount of 21,600,000, 000 
gold marks, or approximately $5,250,- 
060,000; which she claims to have made 

up to last Jan. 21, according to advices 
received today in official circles, 

The advices give the basis for the 
claim as madé by Germany that she 
has complied with Article 235 of the 
Treaty - NA eee under which shé 
was obliga to pay befsre ay 1, 
1921, then cautvaient of 20,000,000,000 
guld marks ‘‘in order to enable. th 
allied and associated powers. to proces 
at once to the restoration of their in- 
dustrial and economic life,’’ 

The Allied Reparations Commission, 
however, is understood to‘ have valued 
the payments Which German thu 
claims to have made in the form 
merchant marine, railroad rolling stock, 
submarine cables, &c., at only one-tenth 
of the 20,000, 000,000 marks figure.

and adds: 

“There tan be no ‘alternative if Ger- 
mans stand by these astdéunding pro- 
pdsals: but: immediately to: apply the 
penalties for defiance. ~ Any other 
éourse would leave this country with 
taxes seven times as heavy’ as German 
taxes, unable to compete with. German 
industries’ of to pay its debt to the 
United States, while Frahoe would be 
ruined and bankrupt. it is well that 
the Germans :shound understand ‘the 
resolute determination of the British and 
French peoples to make them pay for 
the wanton and wicked damage they 
have doné, We are not going to have 
our own pockets further searched for 
their sin.”’ - 

The Daily Chronicle says editorially: ° 

‘“We regret very. much the action of 
the Berlin Government. British opinion 
is anxious to give them fair play and 
would have supported a considerate ex- 
amination of any scheme brought for- 
ward in good faith and with due regard 
to the facts of the case. It is recog- 
nized that however loyal Germany might 
wish to be in the execution of the treaty, 
reparation for her enormous. Wwrong-~ 
doing requires most careful thinking out. 
But in yesterday's offer no tfacé of 
leyalty or good faith appears, and the 
thinking out is directed not to executing 
the treaty but to evading it. Germany 
has conie down again on the wrong sidé 
of the fence, on the side favored by 
those forces who ruled her before the 
war. In so doing shé has made ‘incom- 


‘—parably mofe difficult the task: of all 


those who wish to bury the bad past and 
to see her taking her part as a con- 
verted chatacter in the community of 
nations.’’ 

The Morning Post says: 

‘‘Dr. Simons by his performance of 
yesterday morning has made the task of 
the Alles easy. <A clever diplomatist 
would have tried to divide them. He 
would have set. England and Italy 
against France, Briand against Poincaré, 
Lloyd George against the Labor Party. 
But the German Forcign Minister has 
done none of these things. On the 
contrary, he has stifled all possible op- 
position and ali possible qualms in al- 
lied counitties and has given them unity 
of aim and purpose which they have not 
posséssed sinée November, 1918. Count 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, in his insolence 
and affrogaricé at Versailles, did much 
to. stiffen the allied waverers, but Dr. 
Simons {in Lofdon has outdone. even 


that supéfcilious and unbending protégé 


of Potsdam.’" 

Referring to Simons'’s deduction of 
£1,000,000,000 for reparations already 
made, The Morning Post says: 

‘Apparently he-inéluded in this sum 
the value of thé war ma&terial already 
handed over to the Allies. Guns which 
scattered désolation in France, and 
which if not handed over might do so 
again, are to be included in reparation 
made to that urhappy country. Has 
Wilhelmstrasse lost enurely its Httle 
sense of humor as well as its little 
sense of moderation?” 

The ‘paper concludes: ‘‘ The tragedy of 
yestérday’s speech, for it is a tragedy, 
is that it proclaims to the world that 
Germany even now does not realize the 
infamy shé cotnmitted and the suffering 
she imposéd on the world. Well, she 
must learn and the Allies, bs hope, will 
sée to it that thé process 6f enighten- 
ment, though it may possibly be. painful, 
will certainly be complete.’’

of compliance by Germany with the 
Paris ‘program without, however, mak- 
ing dny definite proposals or mention- 
ing any sum which Germany ‘can pay. 

After showing by statistics that Ger- 
mary is alreddy burdened with a de- 
ficit of four, billion marks.and an an- 
nuity of afx billion, it declates that the 
total present export of. five billion 
marks would have to be raised by 
twenty-five billion to about thirty bil- 
Hion to carry out the Paris program. 
The proposed 12 per cent. ad valorem 
tax on. export wotld necéssitate a 
further increasé of about three and one- 
half billion marks. The total exports 
then would have to be-raised by an- 
other ten milliards or. to the dizzy 
height of foftty billions gold marks, 
These accomplisnments are expected of 


an economic system intensély weakened 
by a. disastrous war and the transfer 
abroad of twenty billion gold marks 
worth of property and productive capi- 
ta. 

German exports of forty billion gore 
marks would, it is’ poirited out, be about 
twice the total exports of England in 
1920, Such German business would ma- 
teriallv exceed even the United States’ 
quite ‘abnormally high export figures in 
1920. Largely ~consistin of anu- 
factured goods, they .wotld exceed the 
combined total exportation of manu®ac- 
turéd goods by Amefica and Bngland.

PARIS, March 1.~The reply of the 
Council of the League of Nations to the 
American note on mandatés Was bent to 
‘Washington this afternoon, 

The Couneil : disclaims responsibility 
for the inclusion of Yap in the Japanese 
mandates, of which the United States 
Government complained, and places the 
responsibility for this upon the allied 
powers, to which it has referred the 
American note in a desire “to promote 
the possibility of an amicable. arrange- 
ment.’ 

As for Mesopotamia, Washington is 
informed that the mandate for that ter- 
ritory is not yet before the Council, but 
that it will be considered’ in May, and 
Atnerica is invited. to make its views 
known at that time. 

The Council having shifted the Yap 
controversy to the allied powers—which 
means in all probability that it will be 
dealt with by the Japanese and Ameri- 
can Government I asked Viscount Ishii, 
the Japanese Anibassador to Paris arid 
the representative of his country on the 
Council. of the League, to give the 
United States through THe New Yore 
TIMES a statement of Tokio's position 
as to this Pacific cable ceritre, wnich on 
Dee. 17 Was ceded by the League to 
Japan under a C mandate. The Ambas- 
sador instructed an official of the Japa- 
nese Chancellory to give me the infor- 
mation sotight, and I received the fol 
lowing statement: 

‘With regard to Yap Island, as with 
regard to all other matters, the Japanese 
Government desires to be in compléte 
friendship with the: United States. 
Therefore we believe that the two Gov- 
ernments can agree on a compromise 
which will be mutually satisfactiory to 
both. In all amicable spirit we hope 
for this compromise and -ate reafy to. 
enter into negotiations which might well 
be correlated. to the cable conference 
now being held in Washington.

*“* However, we feel that with respect t 

Yap two polfts should be made which 
will help éXplain our position. 

‘‘In the ‘first place, Japau was not 
répresénted at the meeting uf' the Big 
Four May 7, 1919, when the former Ger- 
man .colonies were allocated. The Jap- 
afhess Peace Delegation was sent a 
procés-vérbal of this meeting as our for- 
mal notification of the decisions taken. 
This record shows absolutely no trace 
of. reservation by President Wilson. 

‘In the second place, whén Germany 
owned Yap Islatid we fermember no fear 
being expressed by Ameritas a8 to cable 
communhications being if peril. There- 
fore her note. at this time fills us with 
regret ahd hurts our feélinga. | 

‘' Japan Has no désire to interfere with 
cable -cOmmunication via Yap and is 
willing to consider methods by which 
such communications cah be preserved

‘Speaking for myself,’’ said my in-< 
formant, ‘‘I regard it as very much to 
be régretted that there should be con- 
trover8y over Such a small affair when 
there are so many big questions in the 
world’ neéding attention. 

I puggésted that it appeared difficult 
to satisfy Américan wishés 4s expressed 
if, the note without Japan's giving up 
her mandate and allowing: Yap to be 
internationalized.

What the Japanese evidently hope for 
is some sort of convention under which

Insulting Reply Received by Pros 
» testers From -Ford Publication, 
Says Report. ; 


The American Jewish Committee in its 
report for 1920, made public last night, 
devotes its major attention to recent 
anti-Jewish propaganda in various parts 
of the werld, with especial reference to 
Henry Ford and his Dearborn § Inde- 
pendent.

“It was offered to some members of 
the committee’ in expectation. that they 
would pay for its suppression,’’ says the 
report, In February, 1920, the docu- 
ment was published in England anony~ 
mously under the title ‘The Jewish 
Peril,’ and similar editions appeared in 
Germany, France,*Italy, Denmark and 
Spain. In spite of the fact that authori- 
ties on Russia history and literature 
have clearly ‘that the protocols 
aré flagrant” ications invented, for 

propaganda 

Russia and tha ey were recently em- 
ployed by. otficérs of General Denikine 
to stigmatize e Bolshevist revolution 
as a purely Je ish movement, an ¢lab- 
orate edition of this forgery appeared 
recently in the United States. Copies of 
it were ehouyiieesiy - circulated among 
members ‘Congress, publications, 
Christian PA on. and men otherwise 
prominent in public life.’ 

After telling of the appearance of a 
series of articles based on the forged 
protocols,’’ the. report pays that Louis 
Marshall, President of the committee 
telegraphe protest to Mr. Ford and 
received “insulting reply from the 
Dearborn Publishing Company.

It was learned also by them that even 
members of the Caruso family were en- 
couraged to stay out of the room the 
greater part of the time. 

Their fears were increased again yes- 
terday when they learned that it was 
possible that poison had been attacking 
Caruso for several days and undermin- 
ing his resistance when it was deemed 
necessary for him to gain strength to 
fight off any new relapse. 

Because of some reports of Caruso’s 
illness, deemed by members of his 
family to have been too alarming, 
Caruso’s friends and medical attendants 
are guarded in their utterances and 
have attempted to-have all information 
on his condition given out from one 
agency. It was reported that this par- 


tial censorship was put on when a rela-j- 


tive sent a cablegram to Caruso’s 
brother in Italy, causing him to start at 
once for this country in the belief that 
his brother had no chance for recovery. 
His ship, the Caronia, will arrive this 
week, perhaps Friday. 

“We are hopeful, if not sanguine that 
the best results will quickly follow,”’

The alleged methods of the ‘‘ combina- 
tion ’’ are described in great detail in 
the indictment. 

It is charged that they have formed 
associations and bureaus. throughout 
the country, -ostensibly for the purpose 
of quoting prices as to completed trans- 
actions, and for the further purpose of 
‘‘ recommending ’’ uniform trade prac- 
tices. The evidence, according to Gov- 
ernment officials, indicates that the os- 
tensible purposes of these .associations 
are ‘‘merely sham,’’ and that the so- 
called quotations on past transactions 
are used as a means of fixing a common 
price, and the so-called ‘‘ recommenda- 
tions ’’ of trade practices really amount 
to a fiat from the large companies. In 
fact, it is charged, all of the so-called 
trade practices are used as a means of 
maintaining price, limiting output and 
interfering with the purchaser's free use 
of the cement which he had bought. 
Some of the more reprehensible of 
these trade practices, the indictment 
sets forth, are what are known as ‘‘ de- 
livery prices,’’ ‘‘ arbitrary trade base,’’ 
‘““specific job contract’’ and ‘‘ ware- 
house deliveries.’’ Government officials 
briefly describe these methods. 

The afbitrary freight bases are arbi- 
trary points, one or more, adopted for 
each of the territorial subdivisions of 
the United States. Each mill, in quoting 
tc a prospective customer, in computing 
the price, figures not «on the freight 
charge from the mill to the point of de- 
livery, but from the arbitrary freight 
base to the point. of delivery. 

‘““The way it works out in practice,”’ 
one of the prosecutors said, ‘‘is this: 
In fixing the price of cement three items 
are added—the mill base price of the 
cement, the cost of bags in which the 
cement *is shipped and the freight 
charge. The mill base price within a 
territorial subdivision at any given time 
is the same at all mills. A charge for 
bags, invariably uniform, is added, and

More than one City Administration 
hag sought to keep down the tax. rate 
ty increasing “taxable _ valuations. 
The Hylan - - Administration. ‘is. forced 
to .{ncrease. both valuation ‘nd. rate. 
The total real and personal valuation 
for the five boroughs is this year 
$10,186,207,879—altogether the larz- 
est in the history of the: city. But 
the budget is also the city’s largest, 
reaching a total of  $345,580,039. 
Necessarily, therefore, the tax rate Is 
the highest ever imposed, 2.77 for 
Manhattan, the lowest for any of the 
boroughs, with Queens the highest 
at 2.85. 

Taxpayers, who sometimes pay at- 
tention to such things, still recall that 
the Hylan Administration came in with 
promises of economy abundantly and 
recklessly made throughout the cam- 
paign.

PRICE FIXERS AND TRADE CON- 

s SPIRATORS. 


The Supreme Court decides that to 
attempt to enforce the Lever act. for 
the punishment of profiteers ‘‘ would 
‘+ be the exact equivalent of an effort 
‘* to carry out a statute which in its 
‘*terms merely penalized and pun- 
** ished all. acts detrimental to the 
** public interest, when unjust and 
**“unreasonable in the estimate of a 
‘‘ court and jury.’’ ‘The decision of 
the court annuls 2,500 prosecutions, 
some of which had resulted in fines 
which now must be remitted. The 
defendants will go free because, the 
court says, the indictments did not 
sufficiently inform the accused of the 
nature of the charge against them, 
and the statute fixed no ascertainable 
standard of guilt. If the statute had 
declared that it would be profiteering 
to sell sugar under the exact condi- 
tions of the case decided, then the 
defendants could have been punished, 
not for doing an act so unjust and 
unreasonable as to constitute a felony 
in the opinion ofa jury, but because 
it fell within a ‘statutory ai of 
a crime. . 

There has been aifriculty in proving, 
crime under the anti-trust law, but it 
has been’ done, and when juries have 
agreed no innocent man has suffered. 
But there was no jury finding in this 
case, and the statutes are different 
in their nature. The Sherman law 
applied to conduct, which it is right 
to regulate by the standards of every- 
day life. The Lever law applied only 
to fixing prices and controlling the 
supply of goods. Those are matters 
of business discretion,. about which 
opinions of buyer and seller will differ, 
and which no’ laws have ever yet 
settled to the satisfaction -of both, or 
perhaps can ever settle. In a single 
day . there were three price-fixing 
cases, each illustrating the difficulty 
of making statutes regagding prices.’ 
The Governor vetoed the Theatre 
Ticket Price bill because sellers have 
a right to fix the price of their goods, 
unless they offend against thé State's 
police power, as was not alleged. In 
the gas case the statute fixed a price 
which was both lawfwl and right at 
the time, but which became unlawful 
by change of conditions. Now the 
public utility is left to fix its own 
price, the Judge who annulled the 
statute as unreasonable and confis- 
catory declining to fix it. The law 
failed with the reason which justified 
it, and the public utility fixing its 
own price does so under peril. of 
fixing an unreasonable one. Conduct 
does not change so easily or quickly 
as prices, and standards of conduct 
may be left to the decision of the 
common man better than prices, as to 
which his opintons are less detached 
agi free from personal bias. A prof- 
iteer before a jury in wartime would 
be likely to. have short shrift, even 
though his conduct might fall within 
the rule of ‘reason, and price fixers 
have more need of protection against 
juries than. even conspirators in re- 
straint of trade.

THE NINETY-THREE TODAY. 

A German writer, M. H. WaHsmra, 
has recently published the results of 
personal inquiries made of the sur- 
viving professors, scientists and liter- 
ary men who in 1914 signed the fa- 
mous’ manifesto of the ninety-three 
Gelehrten. Seventeen of them have 
since died, but of this number it was 
known that several had changed their 
minds, or at least wished that they 
had not put their names to a document 
which was. a reproach to German 
learning. Among the living only six- 
teen were found to stand by their 
action in 1914 without wavering, and |. 
to say that they ‘would sign the mant- 
testo again. 

This leaves some sixty of the Gretna 
ninety-three who néw express regret 
in some cases amounting almost to 
remorse,. Some of them explain that 
they aid not read or know what they 
had signed. They gave their names 
hy telephone or telegraph to what 
they supposed to be a truthful utter- 
ance of German: university opinion.

on “FARM LOAN BONDS, 

Seldom does even a Suprerhe Court 
decision have. so many. *' angles '' as 
the one affirming the constitutionality 
of ‘the Federal Farm Loan act. It 
might almost be said. that the farm 
loan aspect is the least important, 
though it Anvolyes: several hundred 
millions-in loans and the principle of 
giving farmers access to capital more 
cheaply _than otherwise available to 
them. The decision comes on. the day 
when farm contracts are customarily 
settled, and when ,.some disturbance 
was expected, If the farmers are put 
more: at: ease about the interest on 
their ‘borrowed capital, they are likely 
to be better producers of food, and 
that interests all food consumers. 

Without minimizing that .considera- 
tion, there is. temptation to say that 
the court's affirmance of the right. to 
exempt farm loafi bonds from taxa- 
tion is more important. Refunding 
of several billions of Federal bonds 
panapt be long delayed, and the rate 
of interest they avill bear in competi- 
tion with the exempt farm loan se- 
curities is important. to both’ taxpay- 
ers and bond buyers. There may 
séem to be no relation between the 
fixing-of railway rates and the exemp- 
tion of farm loan interest, but remark 
what the court says: 

It is said to bé an invasion of State 

authority to extend the tax exemp- 
tion so as to restrain: the power of 
the State * * -* ‘The exercise of 
such taxing power by the States 
-Mmight be so used as to hatper and 
destroy the exercise of authority con- 
ferred by Congress, and this justifies — 
the exemption. 

,. Forty-two States are pleading that 
Federal authority has no right to fix 
intragtate rates contrary to the views 
of the States of the Union. The 
court declines to consider the wisdom 
and policy of tax exemption, but rests 
on the exercise by Congress of power 
within its constitutional rights. There 
may be differences of opinion regard- 
ing the merits of tax exemption and 
rate fixing, but it is h ‘to distin- 
guish between the position# of fhe Su-

jurisdiction in the two cases. The 
States could destroy the farm loan 
bank system by taxing the bonds, and 
they could imperil the railways’ earn- 
ings by disorganizing the rates fixed 
by’ the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. But the court says that they 
cannot do the former, just as it has 
repeatedly said that they cannot do the 
latter. 








ENDURING RELIEF. 

The Red Cross has. announced a 
second contribution of $500,000. for 
the relief of the famine sufferers in 
China—a gift which, like the’ one pre- 
viously made by this organization, is 
being used for a very practical sort 
of assistance to the afflicted provinces. 
Much of the Red Cross gift is being 
spent on the building of roads. The 
work is done by native labor, and the 
workmen are paid in food. For those 
who cannot work, other food supplies 
are of course available from the funds 
at the disposal of the relief: workers, 
but this plan which the Red Cross is 
now working out does more than’ 
relieve the immediate need. “It makes 
future famines less likely. 

For this misfortune which has 
brought millions into imminent peril 
is in some degree due to faulty trans- 
portation. The failure of a local crop 
is a mishap which becomes a disaster 
if there is no money to buy the food 
which is abundant elsewhere and if 
the roads are so bad that transporta- 
tion of that food ts difficult. The first 
difficulty is being met by the money | 
contributed so freely in response to 
the appeals of the committee in charge 
of the China Famine Fund—contrib- 
uted not only by* Americans but in 
less degree by other nations, with 
such Chinese as are able to help doing 
an honorable part. The Red Cross, by 
repairing the roads over which the 
grain must be transported, is making 
somewhat easier the work of relief 
and reducing in some meastire the 
probability of a recurrence of the 
shortage. 

Indeed, the whole enterprise of relief 
‘bears to‘ some extent this double 
aspect: It meetg the needs of millions 
of sufferers whose plight’ is suffi- 
ciently pitiful to stir any one’s sym- 
pathy; and by healing this sick mem- 
ber in the great, ill-organized body of 
China it makes that nation stronger 
for the great future which Hes before 
it. A great deal of oratory has been 
‘employed in the last year or two on 
the subject of’ American friendship for 
China. The reality of that friendship 
no one in America would seriously 
deny; but an: opportunity is now 
offered to prove it, in the eyes of 
the Orient, by contributing something 
a. Httle more tangible than oratory.

Annaal Affair Became Boisterous 
and Riotous, He Tells a Legis- 
lative Committee. 








BOSTON, March’ 1.—After. ‘remarking 
that it was members of the well-to-do 
class rather than of the laboring class 
who were complaining about prohibi- 
tion° and its enforcement, President 
Emeritus Charles W. Eliot of Harvard 
University told a legislative committee 
today of the effects of strong drink on 
those who took part in the’ annual ban- 
quets' of the Ancient and Honourable 
Artillery Company before . prohibition 
came. , ‘The organization is a veteran 
body with a history that runs back. ‘to 
pre-revolutionary days, and ‘it includes 
in {ts membership persons prominent: in 
the social, official and business ‘life of 
New England., - , 

‘As President of Harvard,’ the re- 
tired educator safd, ‘‘I used to be in- 
vited to the annual banquet of the An- 
cient and Honourables.. I went occa- 
sionally. That dinner perfectly illus- 


trated the effect of alcohal on the aver- 
age human being. The dinner began 
quietly, but soon whisky passed freely 
and, worse than that, champagne. The 
offect produced in ‘fifteen ‘minutes 
showed that from an orderly company 
it becatne a very boisterous and riotous 
one—and that was in Faneuil Hall.’ 

Dr. Eliot added: ‘‘ These, gentlemen, 
are some of the joys that prohibition 
methods might repress—and that is the 
ern kind of joy that prohibition pro- 
hibits. 

He was speaking in favor of bringing 
State laws on the sale of intoxicating 
liquors into line with those of the na- 
tion. 


MINIMIZES TEN-CENT FARE. 


Utility Commission Says Results 
Would Be Disappointing In Ithaca. 


ALBANY; March 1.—Experience even 
in large cities has not. been such as to 
“indicate any magic in the ten-cent fare 
as a solution of the traction problem,” 
Frank Irvine of the Public Service Com- 
mission, Second District, said today. 
The statement appeared in a memoran- 
dum relating to granting to the Ithaca 
Traction Company an eight-cent fare 
in place of seven on its lines in Ithaca, 
Cayuga and the Town of Ithaca, with 
the exception of the East Ithaca line. 

‘* We prefer to grant only what is im- 

eratively required,’’ Commissioner irv- 
tne added, “leaving to the courts, if 
called. upon, to determine whether the 
choice between two rates, neither prom- 
ising an adequate return, rests solely 
with the Directors of corporations, or 
whether, on the other hand, the com- 
mission has a responsibility in aiding to 
solve the problem.”’ 
The commission, said the 
dum, is of the opinion that the results 
of a ten-cent fare in Ithaca would dis- 
appoint the expectations of the com- 
pany.

“| OR ISADORA DUNCAN 


Wife of Edouard Steichen, De- 
nies Improper Relations Be- 
tween Painter and Dancer. | 


Miss Marian H. Beckett, the De- 
fendant, Also insists Her Con- 
-duct.Was Blameless. 


Isadora’ Duncan, the dancer, was 
named yesterday in the $200,000 aliena- 
tion suit of Mrs. Clara 8S. Steichen, wife 
of Edouard Steichen, an artist, against 
Miss Marian, H. Beckett, artist and 
daughter of the late Surrogate Charles 
H. Beckett. Mrs. Steichen was cross- 
examined by Herbert C. Smyth, attor- 
ney for Miss Beckett. 

Mr.’ Smyth read letters written by 
Mrs. Steichen to Miss Beckett referring 
to ‘“* Duncan,”’ and ‘“ Duncan the danc- 
er,’’ and asked the plaintiff if she be- 
lieved that there had been improper re- 
lations between her husband and Miss 
Duncan. She replied that she was “ cer- 
tain’ there never were improper rela- 
tions between them. 

Mrs. Steichen said that her husband 
had reassured hér on that point. She 
also said that ‘‘ he associated with her 
as photographer, and an artist. He ad- 
mired her and was in and’ out of her 


studio, but I do not think matters went 


further.’’ 

‘* Didn’t you ask him, df join the 
bread line of Isadora Duncan? 

‘“* Bo did,’’ replied Mrs. Steichen. 
‘“* Why associate with such a woman?”’ 

The attorney asked her if in 1915 she 
had not ‘‘compared the simple beauty 
of the Steichen home at Voulangis, 
France, with the personal charms of 
isadora Duncan,’’ and Mrs. Steicnen re- 
plied, -‘I refuse to admit that I ever 
compared my beautiful home with Isa- 
dora, Duncan.’ 

Mrs. Steichen said that her husband 
had been promoted té a Colonelcy in 
army for his work in ah eer photog- 
raphy, but charged that he ‘left her 
standing on the corner in Madison Ave- 
nue with a sick baby at 9 o'clock at 
night.’’ 

Miss Beckett denied improper conduct 
with the artist when she was called to 
the witness stand. She said that she 
never went into a dark room with him 
except to develop photographs and that 
they remained there not more than 
fifteen minutes. She insisted that when- 
nies she posed for the artist she was 

operly clothed. She said that the 
aintitt often had complained of her 

Uabana’ 8 fondness for other’ women. 

‘She said she was very unhappy and 
began to talk about Miss Duncan and 
declared she was going to drown her- 
self,’’ said the defendant. ‘‘I thought 
she must have some physical ailment 
and advised her to see a doctor.’ 

Miss Beckett said that after she be- 
came aware of Mrs. Steichen’s jealousy 
toward her that she met the husband 
only three times. During the period 
when she was doing Red Cross work in 
France he passed thicash the sector in 
which her refreshment hut was located. 
She saw him only a few minutes then 
and never alone, she said. The trial 
will be continued today. 





WONTENEGRIN KING 


IS DEAD IN FRANCE 


Nicholas Had Been in Exile 
Since 1918, When Subjects 
Rejected Him. 


ANTIBES, France, March 1.—King 
Nicholas of Montenegro died here today. 

The Queen of Italy, daughter of Nicho- 
las, has been advised of the death of 
her father, and she and King Victor 
Emmanuel are expected to come here 
for the funeral. The date of the funeral, 
however,. has not yet been fixed. 


Nicholas I. of Montenegro was born 
in 1841. He was proclaimed Prince of 


Montenegro as successor to, his uncle, 
Danielo I., in 1860, and assumed the 
title of King under a resolution passed 
unanimously by the national og eh 
in 1910, on the occasion of the fiftieth 
anniversary of his accession. 

Nicholas throughout his trials always 
asserted his right to govern his people 
It was said he had Hee Se ‘to accept 
an annuity of ,000 in exchange for 
his abdication. 

Soon after the accession of Nicholas 
an insurrection: broke out in Herze- 
govina, and the sympathy which the 
mountaineers displayed for their Chris- 
tlan kinsmen led to the country’s rup- 
ture with Turkey. The war resulted 
disastrously for Nicholas, and gevere 
terms were imposed upon the fbrinci- 
panty, by, the Convention of Scutari. 

1876 Prince Nicholas formed an 
leas. with Prince Milan of Serbia and 
declared war against Turkey. He led 
his army ae Herze bs | pe and attacked 
Metun. the following year, when 
Russia decided to make war inst 
Turkey, Nicholas renewed his hostilities 
against the Ottomans. His troops Pa 
tured Nikshitoh, Antivari and Dulci 

and also recovered the seaboard w toh 
had belonged to Montenegro during the 
Middle Ages.

The letter follows: 

**I rejoice that The Spectator is sup- 
porting with vigor and enthusiasm the 
movement to carry to quick completion 
the project for a stadium, This is the 
first time since the plan was first pre- 
sented to the public in my annual re- 
port for 1906 that any definite and 
organized support has been given to it. 
Since that time I have urged the project 
in numerous annual reports, in in- 
numerable public addresses and inter- 
views, and in every other practicable 
fashion. From the first the plan has 
had the kind words of everybody, but 
kind words alone will not build the 
stadium. I have been assured, that a 
serious beginning can be made with but 
wif din of the amount of money that 

1 ultimately be needed. 

For the city such a staduim as we 
have planned has ~become a necessity, 
while for Columbia it will be a power- 
ful. support to that undergraduate life 
and undergraduate spirit the fostering 
of which ig one of our ne of our chief concerns,”*

Woll Thinks Lever Law Ruling May

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The -stand 
taken by the American Federation of 
Labor for the répeal. of the anti-trust 
laws, which it:holds have heen interpret- 
ed by the courts in such a manner that 
they are a danger to organized labor, 
was emphasized tonight in a statement 
by Matthew Woll, Vice President of the 
Federation. 

Mr. Woll first referred to the recent 
decision of ‘the Supreme Court that the 
Lever act was uneonstitutional, holding 
that this only -added to the pagstone es 
evidence that any attempt to res 
and limit the operation of economic cae 
was fundamentally , wrong. It also 
showed, he said, that there was .a dual 
administration of laws in this country. 

“In the miners’ case, where. the 
workers found conditions of employ- 
ment intolerable and went on strike,’’ 
said- Mr.’ Woll, ‘‘ we find the Govern- 
ment. using the. Lever act to compel }* 

workers to work, and in violation of the 
Thirteenth Amendment ainst involun- 
tary servitude.

Robert J. Frank, a minority stock- 
holder of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railway Company, who opposed 
the proposed issue by the road of bonds 
to be distributed as a dividend, com- 
menting on the decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission against such 
issue, said yesterday:

Beck Says It Strikes at the Basic 
Idea of ‘the Constitution. 
James M. Beck, speaking at the Town

its effect is to destroy the symmetry of

cent’s Hospital said the man was dead, 
and yesterday an autopsy performed by 
Dr. Norris and his chief assistant, Dr. 
Benjamin Schwartz, decided that it was 
a probable typhus death. 

Dr. William L, Somerset, Chief Diag- 
nostician of the Department of Health, 
reported that the conditions indicated 
typhus, but that it was impossible to 
make a positive statement to that effect. 
Dr. Copeland said that ‘the sanitary 
conditions in the Park Row todging 
house were very bad. He reported that 
his men had sterilized the other occu- 
pants of the place and thoroughly 
cleaned the house. 

Dr. Copeland said that for the first 
time the ‘‘cootie’’ was being found in 
the city’s schools. He said the insects
